Reducing Land Taxes 


The movement to relieve 
owners 
of farm real estate from the burden 
of excessive taxation seems to 
be 
headed in the right direction in this 
county since the meeting of farm ­ 
ers here with a representative 
of 
the state hoard of tax commission­ 
ers to consider means ol reducing 
the appraised value of this type ot 
taxable property. 
It was shown at the hearing that 
the average assessed value ot Kush 
county farm land is 3.8*2 per cent

Sutherland, the territorial dele­ 
gate elected to represent Alaskans 
here in Washington, Is responsible 
for the statement that this ap­ 
parent stagnation of territorial 
growth is due principally to “ the 
unfair, unjust and un-American 
administration of our fisheries by 
the Department of Commerce." 
Sutherland is hostile to Hoover 
policies and referred to the regu­ 
lation of Alaskan fisheries as “the 
blight on Alaska,“"in a bitter ad­ 
dress to the last House of Repre­ 
sentatives. 
Everything 
Hoover 
does 
in 
Alaska, Sutherland charges, fa­ 
vors the great canning interests 
at the expense of the small, inde­ 
pendent fisherman. 
Fishing Biggest Industry 
The result is, he says, that the 
commerce secretary has virtually 
wrecked the independent indus­ 
try. on whiqh some 10,000 of the 


57,000 Alaskans depend for liveli­ 
hood. 
“ Hoover originally tried to par­ 
cel out the fishing grounds to the 
canners after the president had 
assumed the right to set aside cer­ 
tain 
reservations,” 
Sutherland 
says. 
“ But Congress passed a law 
in 19 24 
which, 
while 
it 
gave 
Hoover power to 
regulate the 
fisheries, forbade him to grant ex­ 
clusive rights to any particular 
interest. 
“ In spite of this, Hoover and 
his subordinates have upheld and 
maintained in part the monopoly 
which was their original objective. 
“ While the cannery proprietors 
and stockholders spem the winter 
in the states rejoicing in their 
prosperity, many of the Alaskan 
fishing population were in poverty 
and distress as a result ot' Hoov­ 
e r’s policy in regulating the sal­ 
mon fishery solely for the benefit 
of the Chicago, San Francisco, 
Portland and Seattle Investors, 
and 
in 
discrimination 
against 
Alaskan residents.” 
Sutherland says the Alaskan 
fishermen have been impoverished 
in the face of a $50,000,01)0 catch 
for 19 26, the second greatest sal­ 
mon year Alaska ha* ever known. 
Some Alaskans, he &ays, have even 
been driven into British Colum­ 
bian waters to find lair conditions 
under CanaUiuu regulations.

“ He had, it seemed, got all the i n ­

Lindbergh left the flying school 


not when he had finished" Hie com- 
plete course but when he felt that 
Jie had learned all there was to be 
learned there, just as lie left college 
when he felt he wasn't making any 
progress. T'p to the time he left the 
flying school he had not been per- 
mitted to fly alone. ' 


Immediately 
Lindbergh 
looked 


around for an airplane of his own. 
lie picked up one at an army sale— 
nn elderly biplane—and took it 
to 


Lincoln where he fixed it up 
and 


lipgan running an air-taxi service. 
He charged the farmers and 
visi- 


tors to Lincoln so much per minute 
of 
flying. 
• 


lie made few acquaintances, and 


those who did know him in those 
days recall him chiefly 
for 
two 


things, his quiet, reticent disposi- 
tion ajid his interest in aviation. 


He shared a room at the Harry E. 


Pcckham home in Lincoln with an- 
other, embryo aviator, named Ball. 
When he flew to Paris Lincoln peo- 
ple searched so deeply for "Lind- 
bergh lore '* that they fiflafly unearth 
ed the place in the Sanitarium gar- 
age where Lindbergh had space for 
his motorcycle, and it has become 
a sort of shrine. 


Harry Ellis of Lincoln, also inter- 


ested jn flying, was one of his clos- 
est 
friends 
there, 
and 
it 
was 


through Ellis that Lindbergh came to 
mix parachute Jumping 
with his 


study of flying. 


"I had done some balloon 
work 


myself and 
had 
made parachute 


drops,'' Ellis said. '"He was^naking 
great progress in flying and wanted 
to drop. 


"1 thought he had plenty of nerve 


although he didn't have much 
to 


say and didn't make any boasts. He 
would get me talking about 
para- 


chute jumping and would question 
me on every little point. He was get- 
ting all the information he could. 


"Pretty soon 1 learned 
he was 


going down' to the Twentieth street 
flying field and dropping all over the 
place. 
" 


"He had, it seemed, got all the in- 


formation he could from 
me about 


parachutes and then arranged' to 
learn the business for himself. Soon 
everyone was talking about the per- 
fect manner in which he 
handled 


himself in his drops. It was' just 
natural to him." 


Lindbergh tired of Lincoln 
and 


finally gave up his air-taxi business 
there, got into his plane and flew 
back home in Little Falls, Minneso- 
ta. It was in Litle Falls hat he had 
dreamed of flying during his youth 
and those who 
have dreamed 
in 


childhood may imagine how the day 
in 1922 
when 
Charlie Lindbergh 


came flying his own plane into the 
old home town was for him a thrill 
only surpassed by his arrival 
in 


Paris oif May 21. 


The townspeople were immediate- 


ly curious over this quiet, silent lad 
and his airsjiip. They gathered 
at 


its quickly limit hanger to sec it and 
Charlie began doing an air-taxi busi- 
ness at home once more. Not all of 
the townspeople 
would 
take 
a 


chance riding 
with Charlie 
Lind- 


bergh but many of them had their 
first rjde through the skies in his
